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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
have claimed a fabric care composition comprising an organophillic clay, a functionalized oil, 
water, and selected fabric care additives. Compositions containing an organophillic clay and 
functionalized oil are known. Daniel et al, US 5,891,449 teach skin cleaning agents comprising 
2.1% organophilic bentonite, 10.53% sulfated castor oil, solvents, pigments, a fragrance, and a 
preservative (col. 4, formulation 1). Rosenberger et al, US 6,376,438 teach skin cleaning agents 
comprising 5% organophilic bentonite, 3% sulfated castor oil, soya oil, citric acid, and a 
preservative (col. 7, example 1 1). Flynn et al, US 4,747,419 teach nail polish compositions 
comprising 1% stearalkonium hectorite, 0.3% sulfated castor oil, solvents, pigments, and 
flocculating agents (col. 16, example B). The prior art does not teach fabric care compositions 
containing these components. Accordingly, the present claims are allowable.
